Just below us.ar’ the West India Isles, teeming vith an igaorant 
and degraded population, and always to be the possession of the African race. For 
all this great Gulf region, struggling for respect end equality, yearning for the light 
of knowledyve and its blessings, there mnust be at least a few great fountains of learn- 
ing. Education must have its teachers, society must have its leaders, the State 
must have its rulers, and the church its ministers — these the college must supply, 
and these, we believe, our noble young institution will supply. Already in its few 
short years of existence it has enrolled an aggregate of nearly four thousand 
students. Many of these bave gone forth to the school house, to the pulpit, and 
the bar. It has gathered youny men anl women from far and near, and its 
name is now dear to thousands of hearts throughout this and neighboring States. 
Even now, as far away as the Rio Grande, voung men may be found teaching again 
the lessons which they learned here. A few weeks ago, & man said of a young 
woman who went to a back parish to teach, ‘*She is a blessing to that whole com- 
munity, the people almost worship her. Can you send us another student like her?” 
But who can measure the influence and power for good, when ten years more have 
multiplied the number of such workers? If Yale and Harvard have given cast to the 
thought and feeling of all New England, and New Enyland in turn wielded a con- 
trolling influence over the destinies of the whole country, what may similar institu- 
tions not accomplish for the South-west ? 

And now, triends, we propose to build again, not in the narrow quarters where 
we were before — for in spite of the most extensive preparations which we could make 
there, we found ourselves unable to avcommodate all who came to us——but in a larger 
and better place. We intend to occupy one of the most eligible locations in the 
city, where we shall have ample room for our buildings and play grounds for our 
students. We hope to erect a main building for school purposes and for the accom- 
modation of young men, also a hall for the accommodation of young ladies. These 
buildings are to, be durable and handsome structures, and to cost not less than 
thirty-five thousand dollars. They will bea credit to the city, an honor to the Insti- 
tution and its friends, and above all a blessing to its patrons. 

The American Missionary Association has already spent, besides its annual 
outlay, sixty thousand dollars for property in its work here. It expects to spend 
many thousand more. But it asks you to assist. It asks not in its own name, nor 
for its own sake, for a more noble and generous society never sent workers into the 
great field of humanity, but in your name, for yourselves and your children. In 
the spirit of the Apostle Paul, it asks you to give that it may have some fruit to 
show to those who are-ready to scoff and say, ‘ will this people never — them- 
selves.” In the name of the glorious future, in the promise of the day which is 
dawning, it asks you to join in the great consummation. Like Moses viewing the 
promised land, it surveys with prophetic eye, your coming day of prosperity, honor 
and happiness, and bids you rise and go forward.

a Northern Man 
Many Years Who Has Resided for 
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To regard the conflict here asa mere difference of 
. Jnion is a superficial view of the cause, which nas 
been a fruitful source of evil in the past, and 
which totally unfits those who hold it to deal with 
the matterinthe present or future. - Had Preai- 
dent Grant early taken a more comprehensive view 
of our difficulties, he would not have been com- 
pelled in the last moments of his Administration to 
make the humiliating admission that his Louisiana 
policy had been a failure. 

Avain, there is a feeling in the Northern mind 
that the turbulence of our pa@@tics indicates hostil- 
ty to the reconstruction acts, and also disloyalty to 
the General Governmeat. This also is a mistake. 
The people of this State are not opposed to the 
reconstruction acts, but they are opposed to the 
abuse of those acts, and they do bitterly lament 
the evils which have flowed outofthem. They 
are not opposed to the negroes’ right to vote, but 
they are opposed to nis making that vote a terror 
to every good interest of the State and community. 
It is eusy enouh for the good people of the North 
to acceptall the reconstruction amendments, for 
ali the consequences are on the other side 
of Mason and Dixon's lime, but for those who 
have sat in the region and shadow of darkpess, and 
felt all the aMictions, and borne all the sorrows, 
and paid all the penalties of a costly experiment, 
if has heen no easy thing to rendera cheerful ac- 
quicecence, **to behave and quict theniselv¥cs as a 
child+«weaned of its mother.” ‘** Reconstruction 
has been a fuilure,”’ says a leading Northern pa- 
per. ‘To its readers that is a mere statement of an 
opinion, but to the property-holders of Louisiana 
it has been iron in the soni. Surely these 
people ought not to have been expected to be more 
pavent than Job himeelf, 

As to disloyalty to the General Government, this 

is nv part of the strugvle. It ie a etruvyle for lo- 

cal government, and not against Federal authori- 

ty. It is the instinct of seif-defcnee, strony in the 

hearts of living, earnest men, and nut the ghost of 

the ** Lost Cause,’ that marshals the husts to the 

conflict. I believe, and believe fully, that the 

Southern people left their cause where they left 

their dead, on the tleld of battle, and while they 

cherish the memory of both, yet they never expect 
to cal] either from the grave. The attitude latcly 
areuined by the southern members of Congress 
surprised those in the North who knew so 
little of them, but it did not surprise 
us, who have lived among them, taken 
them by the hand, and heard the expressions 
oftheir lips. In this connection it is pleasant to 
remark that nowhere have I heard aliusivns to our 
‘reat country more heartily applauced than by 
New, Orleans audiences. There is here the great- 
c-t reapect for the General Gevernment, and a 
studied care to avoid ai] appearance of toertility. 
It may be called the respect of fear; but it matters 
not het it may be, it has so far conducted itecif 
with the greatest propricty, and fnily vindicated 
its character. The cry of ** Rebel” has often been 
huried at this people, often been made au effective 
raliying cry by demagogues, but for ali the higher 
purposes of statesmanship it has been as hurtful 
as it was false. It broughtnolighttothe North- 
ern voter, no wisdom to the ruler, and norehef to 
the trouble. ‘The disease is not there, and the ap- 
plication only goads and irritates the sufferer. 

In what has already been said I have taken it for 
granted that your readers desire to know the real 
state of the case; thatthey are willing to ac- 
knowledge that their reinedies in the past have not 
cured the disease; that they have peremptorily 
bude the ghost down, and yet it eaaia not down; 
that the General Government has settled Louisiana 
affairs over and over again, only to find with each 
successive Campaign that the evil had assumed 
greater and more threatening proportions. 

I come now to a statement of the real evil, and 
this, as I have already intimated, is the bad gov- 
ernment with which the State has been afflicted since 
reconstruction: Itis not that this Government 
was vOted into existence by colored mon: not that 
it was administered largely by ‘* carpet-baggers,’’ 
as they are termed, that it is opposed and condemn 
ed, but because it is bad, bad, and nothing butbad. 
Whatever prejudices may have entered into recon- 
etruction at the beginning, or may still remain in 
the hearts of the people, these are not the cause 
opposition, but the head and front of the whole 
offending is the hideous character of the Govern- 
ment itself, 

Let it be understood everywhere that this is not 
acoyilict with voters because they are colored, 
or with rulers because they were not born here, 
but with the frightful evils of corrupt and sahame- 
less misruie, 

Had the colored people given to this State good 
government, I believe that their party would soon 
number sufficient honest and faithful men to make 
it respectable nnd capable of self-defense; and 
had the ‘*carpet-baggers”’ ruled wisely and well, 
theic brief citizenship would have been atoned for 

by the benetits and blessings of their government. 
Tt was only when ~— had esta)lishbed a disgrace - 
ful character that a disgraceful epithet was found 
to designate them. Prejudices wear out, and sec- 
tionalism is soon forgotten, but the natural in- 
siinct which impels a man to defend his property, 
the love of good government, and the conscious 
superiority of intelligence over ignorance, fre eie- 
iments which can neverdie, And these are the ele- 
ments which enter into this struggle. , 

The white people of this State have for years 
groaned under the worst of Governmente, support- 
ed by the most ignor int voters, and administered by 
the basest politicians; they believe, with their in- 
telligenc’, and thejr natural interest in their prop- 
erty, andin the welfare of their own State, that 
they can govern more intelligently and more hon- 
estly. I believe so too; and now that they have 
elected their own Governor, they ought to be al- 
lowed to make the trial.

gland Losing Her Cotton Trade, 


{From the New York World.) 


Lonmbn, March 10.—Tbe letter to youin 
which lealled your attention to the steady 
and comstant decline of the cotton trade in 
England gras caused a good deal of discus- 
sion het, especially inthe manufacturing 
districts. I do not see that the facis or con- 
clusions which I laid before you are dis- 
puted in any quarter. That the United 
States are now among England’s worst eus- 
tomers for manufactured cottoi, instead of 
being her very best, as was once the case, 
has long been proved by the unanswerable 
evidence of the board of trade returns. 
But I do not think it was suspected that the 
falling off in the American demand was any- 
thing but temporary; and very tew people, 
except the retail dealers, knew that the de- 
mand here for American lovg-c!oth 1s con- 
tinually increasing. ‘‘ Will the New Eng- 
land manufacturers allow us to compete 
with them on eqaal terms on their own 
ground ?” said a Lancashire man to me the 
other day. ‘‘1 see nosign of that,’’ was 
my answer, ‘‘ but you can compete fairly 
with them in Regent street or Oxtord street.

The Race Question. 


A reason which has been given by 
Northern Republicans for the continu- 
ance of the military maintenance of 
their weak governments in the South, is 
that if the troops were withdrawn, the 
negroes would be subjected to such 
abuses from the whites as would compel 
the president to re-employ troops, to 
maintain the rights guaranteed by the 
X1Vth and XVth amendments. 

If this reason were not gravely urged 
by men who are honest in their belief, 


the matter would not require notice. 


This question is one which has long azo 
been settled. ‘Texas, Arkansas, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Georgia, ‘Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia, are all controlled by the Coa- 
servative or Democratic party. In all of 
these States, the negro is much safer, 
more prosperous, and in every way better 
off than in South Carolina or Louisiana, 
Iie is much more of a peer than a vasaal 
in any of the Southern States than he is 
here. 

This question of the negro is one which 
bas tested the best statesmanship of the 
South. Twelvéf years ago Wade Hamp- 
ton and other leading Southern men 


laWorer. In freedom he is kindly, sym- 
pathetic and effectionate. Ile should 
not be blamed for all the misrule which 
bas prevailed in the South. The fact is, 
no outside assistance can aid the South 
in settling this question. Northern men 
do not understand him. They lack tha 

quick appreciation of his character 
which can only come from constan€ ob 

servation and daily contact. Mr. Phil- 
lips and his school represent the theorets 
ical view. Their idea, put into practice 
would only be noted torthe conspica- 
ousness ot its failure. The negro’s wel- 
fare and interests are part of the wel- 
fare and interest of the people 
in the States where trey live. Southern 
men have never been unmindful of what 
would add totheir own poliiical power. 
They well understand bow much this has 
been increased by the addrtion of 800,000 
colored citizens to the voting class. They 
also know that the prosperity of thia sec- 
tion requires that these voters shall be 
protected, and that with protection they 
will be contented ard become prosperous. 
Before the Seuthern States became con- 
servative the Republican governments 
were too weak to protect them. In the 
Southern. States that are under conser- 
vative rule the ‘‘outrage” has disap- 
peared. The rightof the negro to a par- 
ticipation in the government is con- 
ceded, not with relactance but in a gen- 
erous, kindly spirit. This perhaps has 
not been done solely from a humapi- 
tarian. point of view. ‘The highest, 

broadest humanity has been brought to 

harmony with the self-interest of the 

statesman.
